Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 4-30 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does not 
anticipate nor renders obviousness as to the method of separating two layers of material from one 
another and substantially completely preserving each of the two layers of material by providing 
an interface boundary between the two layers and irradiating the interface boundary and the 
interface boundary comprising a sacrificial layer and irradiating with electromagnetic radiation at 
the interface boundary with the sacrificial layer and decomposing the sacrificial layer and 
separating the tow layers of material.
